ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

St.  JUST  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


February  8th,  1906. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1905  there  were  134  births  registered  in  the  St.  Just  Urban 
District,  67  males  and  67  females,  a  decrease  of  5  as  compared  with  last  year,  giving  a 
birth-rate  of  23.71  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  deaths  registered  were  84,  45  males  and  39  females,  1  death  more  than  the 
previous  year,  a  death-rate  of  14.87  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Twenty-four  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  1  year,  an  increase  of  7  on  last  year  ; 
eight  deaths  from  1 — 5  years,  two  from  5 — 15  years,  four  from  15 — 25  years,  eighteen  from 
25—65  years,  and  twenty-seven  from  65  years  and  upwards. 

Pulmonary  Phthisis  claims  the  most  victims,  viz.  11,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  it 
shows  a  decrease  of  6  as  compared  with  last  year,  9  to  heart  disease,  also  1  less  ;  8  to 
pneumonia,  or  an  increase  of  2  ;  4  to  cancer,  6  premature  births,  4  to  whooping  cough, 
5  to  diarrhoea,  5  to  apoplexy,  4  to  convulsions,  2  to  rheumatic  fever,  2  to  cirrhosis  of  liver, 
2  to  bronchitis,  and  22  to  all  other  causes. 

The  increase  in  the  death-rate  of  children  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  the  epidemic 
of  whooping  cough,  followed  by  chest  complaints.  I  find  very  little,  if  any,  difficulty  with 
regard  to  the  administering  of  a  proper  diet  at  this  early  age. 

Deducting  the  6  deaths  due  to  premature  birth,  I  consider  on  the  whole  it  is 
satisfactory. 

There  were  44  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Disease  Act,  31  of  which  were 
diphtheria,  1 1  erysipelas,  and  2  enteric  fever.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  of  all  the  cases  of 
diphtheria  only  1  proved  fatal.  This  outbreak,  as  I  have  already  informed  you,  is  due  to 
the  extreme  drought  during  the  summer,  and  the  insanitary  and  evil  custom  of  allowing 
closets  to  empty  into  the  drains  without  an  adequate  supply  of  water  to  flush  them. 
The  total  cost  to  your  Council  under  this  Act  was  £5  10  o. 

Reviewing  the  sickness  which  was  amongst  us,  I  must  congratulate  you  on  the  low 
death-rate. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  medical  men  in  the  great  towns  still  continue  to  send 
their  convalescents  to  Cornwall,  and  I  have  had  many  enquiries  as  to  houses  of  a  certain 
class  with  proper  sanitary  arrangements,  which,  alas !  do  not  exist.
